GAMBLING FOR LAMBS’ WOOL. 


On the stock exchange floor in 
New York one day this wéek a bil- 
lion dollars are estimated to have 
been mopped up by the speculative 
traders of that institution and a few 
of their bear-minded patrons. Actual 
values of stocks probably remained 
unaffected, but th-: ticker figures 
manipulated by the gamblérs indi- 
cated an enormous loss to the lambs 
from all over the ccuntry who had 
taken their golden fleece into the 
wheel-of-fortune market. 


The sensational drop in specula- 
tive prices meant little, doubtless, to 
the professional operators in Wall 
Street, but it certainly means tre- 
mendous actual money losses to 
many thousands of greedy amateur 
speculators in the Main streets of 
the nation from coast to coast. 


Local bank dep: sits have been 
Stripped for many months by their 
owners to be bet on stocks in the 
brokers’ offices of New York. Read- 
ing the daily quotations of booming 
stocks and believirg the predic- 
tions of market boosters that prices 
“can’t go down,” millions of money 
have been taken out of savings and 
trade channels to swell the tides of 
speculation in Wall street shops. 

The spectacular gyrations of the 
stock market supply another strong 
argument for the enactment of fed- 
eral legislation to supervise and 
regulate the marketing of stock is- 
sues. Whether the bill proposed 
by Senator Glass, of Virginia, to 
heavily tax the transfer by assumed 
sale of stocks not held by the seller 
for at least 60 days prior to the 
ostensible sale, is the right method 
of stopping the orgies of gambling 
on the stock exchanges, cannot now 
be affirmed or denied. 


But there ought to be in the con- 
gress of the nation sufficient finan- 
cial common sense and legislative 
skill to devise a potential cure for 
the evils of stock gambling. The 
common view that “a fool and his 
money are soon parted’ and nobody 
should interfere with a fool’s throw- 
ing his money to te consumed in 
the fierce fires of speculation, is 
not the wise view of the situation. 

Great economic interests of the 
people are deranged and necessary 
current capital depleted by such a 
stock gambling as has enveloped 
the nation for more than a year 
past. Legitimate industrial expan- 
sion, needed construction work, 
and fluid funds for trade necessi- 
ties are all seriously affected by 
such financial gambling and a way 
must be found to Stop it.

The main question is, not how to 
live without doing any honest work, 
for you, sirs, have demonstrated be- 
yond peradventure of doubt that it 
can be done, provided one has the nec- 
essary wits.

That 
that is something else again If you 
can give this matter your undivided 
attention for five minutes maybe you 
wil] learn how to attain a reasonable 
longevity, or at least as much as any 
fair-minded person could wish for a 
member of your guild. This is asking 
a good deal of one of your ponderous 
cGiguity, I quite agree, yet it is the 
only hope 1 can hold out for you, and 
perhaps it would be just as well, :f 
you find you can't give- anything un- 
divided attention for five minutes ut 
a stretch, that you gather the volu- 
minous folds of- your cloak about you 
and strut on along the way you are 
headed. 

Inspired, I suppose, by the principle 
of easy come eusy go, a Michigan 
banker asks how I regard the “stim- 
ulators’” that are being so widely sold 
to gullible folk (the banker didn’t word 
it just as I do, but it means the same 
thing). He asked whether I believe 
the gadgets really produce the results 
claimed for them, and finally, would 
I recommend the use of one by a gent 
who spend nearly all of his time whir!- 
ing in a swivel chair. (My language 
but the banker’s idea.) 

Sometimes I get all fussed up over 
a trick certain bankers indulge in. 
They permit disreputable quacks or 
mail order medicine firms to use the 
name of the bank as reference, and 
in some instances the bank actually 
prepares a letter which the ‘shyster 
uses with great effect on the huge 
sucker population in the U. 8S. A. 
What makes me hot areund the clavi- 
cle is the way some of these bankers 
have the cheek to turn from this 
shady business to the canvassing of 
honest people's patronage. 

So, when a banker asks me to tip 
him off about a -propositicn such as 
the “stimulator,” my first impulse is 
to urge him to take it up—it would 
be only fair tribution. But a doctor 
is not a judge. No matter how a 
sufferer may have gotten that way. 
it is the doctor’s sacred duty to help 
him or to show him the way out: ci 
the difficulty if possible. 

Instead of taxing the banker with 
his sins, therefore, I simply tell him 
that in my judgment the amusing ma- 
chine he contemplates buying is as 
desirable, as equipment for a valetu- 
dinarian, as an apparatus for turn- 
ing out the latest style of greenbacks 
would be for a struggling young bank- 
er. But my duty does not end there. 
I must avail myself of the opportunt- 
ty to appeal to this banker in quest of 
better health to do something about it 
instead of sitting ther whirling and 
smiling and waiting for something to 
be done for him. I even present him 
a complimentary ticket to the somer- 
saultanqua. together with a copy of 
the “Tips to Timid Turners’—which 
I regret to say, is not a booklet and 
hence will probably not appesl to the 
average up-to-date banker. If by any 
chance the poor dumb banker gets the 
happy inspiration and. tries out morn- 
ing rolls for a short probationary pe- 
riod, all free of charge and without

Montagu went on the rocks, but in 
shipping circles here it was believed 
that the wreck occurred as she was 
sailing from Nassau for Miami Wed- 
nesday,'! just as a hurricane that raged 
over the island three days, swert into 
the harbor. 


Shipping records list a steamer 
Princess Montague of 570 gross tons, 
as owned by the Florida. Railroad and 
Navigation Corporation of ‘Tampa. 
She operates in the Miami-Nassau 
trade, 

Ship Radios News. 
The radio of the steamer Ena K, 


anchored in Nassau harbor, af- 
forded the means of communica- 
tion that told the outside world 
of the wreck of the Montagu 
and also of the terrific hurricane that 
swept over the Bahamas from Wed- 
nesday night until this morning. 

The Ena K, whose home port is 
Miami, was ready to go into dry dock 
at Nassau when the storm broke. 

Ten passengers and a crew of 23 
were aboard the palatial yacht Mon- 
tagu when it was torn from its dock 
at the entrance of Nassau harbor 
Friday morning and grounded. Among 
the passengers were Jacquellin Dug- 
gan Mason. woman’s page. editor of 
the Miami Daily News, and her hus- 
band, Joseph J. Mason, who were on 
their honeymoon in the Bahaman is- 
land capital. 

J. L. Saunders. of Saunders & 
Mader, agents for the yacht, also was 
aboard. 

Others on the vessel, whose ad- 
dresses could nto be learned here to- 
night, were: 

Benjamin Hodges, Charles Suntler- 
land, William Caraway, H. J. Smith, 
R. B. Smith, Stanley Ferguson and 
Louise Cooper. 

The yacht had a length of 260 feet 
and a gross tonnage of 575 tons, and 
had accommodations for 72 first-class 
passengers. 

Fear for Another. 

Growing fear was felt here tonight 
for the safety of the steamer Isle of 
June, from which no reports have 
been received since she left Miami 
Tuesday for Nassau, the Bahamas, 
with a cargo. of lumber and a crew 
of eight men. 

The ship, in command of Captain 
R. H. Sweeting, sailed from Miami 
into the face of the hurricane that 
has been sweeping the Bahamas since 
Wednesday night. its master “not 
knowing the location of the disturb- 
ance, 

Among the crew of the Isle of June 
were R. H. Sweeting, master; Wil- 
liam Russell, mate; Leslie Albury and 
Walter Albury. Names of the other 
four members of the crew were not 
available here tonight. 

The vessel has a length of 92 feet 
and a tonnage of 115. 

‘he Dorima, a British freighter, 
was the other vessel which went 
ashore off Great Abaco island last 
Wednesday, and whose crew finally 
managed to save themselves. 

At least two other vessels, known 
to have been in Bahaman waters or 
en route there, were unreported since 
the storm. These were the Bahamian, 
also a British freighter, in service be- 
tween Jacksonville and Nassau, and 
the Isle of June, which cleared Miami 
Tuesday for Nassau. 

The Bahamaian had a crew of 
twelve, while the Isle of June carried 
eight men. 

Planes Hold to Earth. 

Ten airplanes of the Pan-American 
Airways ferried from Miami to Ha- 
vana Tuesday to escape impending 
storm, remained weather bound near 
Havana tonight, Pan-American offi- 
cials here announced. 

Earlier reports had said that the 
planes were leaving Havana for 
Miami today, but tonight it was made 
known that threatening weather con- 
ditions caused decision to hold them 
at Columbus airdrome until the storm 
abates. 


An airpiane sent by Pan-American 
from Havana to Miami this morning, 
expecting to return with mail to Ha- 
vana today, was held here tonight. It 
was reported that the plane had re- 
turned to Havana, but Pan-American 
officiats here said they did not dare 
dispatch the ship on its return jour- 
ney in the face of the storm. 

Resumption of Pan-American pas- 
senger and mail service between here 
and Havana tonight awaited more 
reassuring reports. 


WARNINGS ISSUED 
TO KEY ISLANDS 

Key West, Fla., September 27.— 
(/)—Upon advices from Washington 
the government weather bureau here 
tonight broadcast a warning to resi- 
dents of the exposed islands among 
the Florida Keys that the tropical 
storm was moving slowly westward 
from the position it had occupied near 
the eastern end of the Florida Straits. 

At 11:45 o'clock, the wind in Key 
West. was almost directly out of the 
north and had attained a velocity of 
25 miles an hour. It was gradually 
increasing in strength. the barometer 
reading at that time was 29.66. 

It was believed should the course 
of th® storm be over Key West that 
the center would not reach here for 
at least 12 hours. 

Ferry service between Matacumbe 
Key and No Name Key, constituting 
the connecting link in the overseas 
highway was discontinued tonight un- 
til further notice. The depth of the 
water over the forty-mile stretch was 
such that it was feared the wind 
might force it out of the channel and 
cause the ferry to run aground. 

Watchful and Waiting. 

The keys, from the mainland to 
Key West, tonight were pursuing in 
their turn a policy of watchful wait- 
ing with regard to the tropical storm 
which apparently has hovered all day 
at the eastern end of the Florida 
Straits. 

Following the example of the lower 
east coast, residents and business 
establishments here had started prep- 
arations to cope with the force of the 
wind in the event the disturbance ap- 
proached this section during the night. 
Although windows had been boarded 
up only in scattered instances, special 
precautions were being taken to pro- 
tect shipping in this vicinity. 

Late today the coast guard cutter 
Tallapoosa. which had been outside, 
entered the harbor and anchored, 
while all small craft were securely 
lashed and battened down. 

Larger vessels continued to ply 
cautiously in the straits where heavy

HOUND DOG WITNESS 


Black Rabbit Chaser Put On 
Stand in Court. 


Thomasville, Ga., September 27.— 
(Special) —A black hound-dog was 
brought into Thomasville city court 
yesterday and put on the witness 
stand. The dog was the subject of 
a case at law between Alonzo Miller 


and Jim Reichert, the question of 
ownership being the issue. 

On the stand the hound was viewed 
by persons who were witnesses in the 
case. Mr. Miller claimed he had 
owned this dog from a pup, and 
loaned him for one year to Mr. Car- 
ter, a dog-trainer. Mr. Carter re- 
turned the dog, and a week later Mr.

KILLED IN BAHAMAS 
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that they “must have been as hard hit 
as Nassau.’ 

A dispatch from Bimini received 
here at midnight said that city was 
being lashed by a 70-mile-an-hour 
wind and that the barometer had 
dropped to 29.47. No mention of any 
property damage was made. 

Richard Gray, government - meteor- 
ologist at Miami, said Nassau “with- 
out a doubt” experienced winds of 100 
miles an hour velocity and probably 
considerably more throughout most of 
the three days. He said he suspected 
the damage there had been great. 

The meteorologist said it was quite 
unusual for hurricanes to blow for as 
long as three days in one vicinity, as 
it did at Nassau, but added that “this 
is a most unusual hurricane.” 

_ He explained that the reason for 
such a long blow was due to the fact 
that the disturbance moved with un- 
usually slow progress through the Ba- 
haman group and at times remained 
stationary. All of the islands in the 
vicinity of Nassau, he said, undoubt- 
edly experienced an equally long blow. 

The barometer at Nassau at 3% 
o'clock tonight stood at 29.70 and 
winds of gale proportion, reaching 
probably up to 70 miles an hour, pre- 
vailed tonight in that vicinity, he said. 

“From now oh, however,” he de- 
clared, “the wind should decrease very 
rapidly as the storm now is moving 
forward southwestward at normal hur- 
ricane speed through the Florida 
straits.” 

Mr. Gray said the position of the 
hurricane tonight was east and south 
of Key West, almost due south of 
Miami. In a telephone conversation 
with his representative at Key West 
tonight, the meteorologist was in- 
formed that the steamer Muskogee re- 
ported its position latitude 24:45 and 
longitude 80:12, which is the same 
longitude as Miami and 15 minutes 
east of the latitude at Key West. The 
vessel radioed that the barometer 
there was 29.47 and was falling rap- 
idly and that winds of hurricane force, 
blowing from the north were being ex- 
perienced. The message stated that 
the storm center was moving west fo 
southwest toward the Florida straits. 

Mr. Gray said winds of gale propor- 
tion would prevail at Miami all dur- 
ing tonight. Their direction he said, 
would be north northeast shifting. to 
east and probably southeast. Whether 
or not they would increase or dimin- 
ish here tomorrow, Mr. Gray said he 
was unable to say tonight. 

The hurricane raged for three days. 
The first radio messages from there 
since noon Wednesday said the sender 
of the Nassau message was oper- 
ating with a gasoline engine to gen- 
erate power. He did not expect that 
electric power would be restored for 
possibly a week. 

The Tropical Radio Company. which 
picked up the message, was endeavor- 
ing to obtain additional information 
from the island capital. 

The wind still was blowing hard 
there Friday night, said the message. 
West End and Bimini, others of the 
Bahama group nearer to the Florida 
coast, also were experiencing high 
winds. 

Barometers along the lower’ east 
Florida coast were affected by the 
storm in the Bahamas but the popu- 
lace at Miami and vicinity was as- 
sured by Forecaster Richard W. Gray 
that the section would experience 
nothing more severe than strong 
northeast winds during the night. He 
said the wind probably would reach 
gale force on the extreme lower part 
of the coast late last night. 

Gray fixed the position of the storm 
center at about 100 miles southeast 
of Miami and much farther east of 
Key West. He said the probable course 
could not be determinéd but that the 
movement was slow. 

The radio message read: 

“The hurricane began Wednesday 
night and continued until Friday 
morning. Center, two hours dura- 
tion, passed over city 9 to 11 o'clock 
Wednesday night. No loss of life re- 
ported.. Property and shipping dam- 
age considerable.” 


HAVANA MENACED, 
FORECAST SAYS. 

Havana, September 27.—())—The 
next 24 hours were forecast tonight 
as the most menacing for Cuba. The 
possibility of receiving a lashing from 
a hurricane located approximately 14) 
miles east of Key West, was seen in 
its deflection to a westerly direction. 

Dr. Carlos Millas, chief. of the Cu- 
ban National Observatory. reported at 
9:15 p. m. that he placed the center 
of the hurricahe at 140 miles east of 
Key West with all indications of an 
infiection in its projectory which 
would carry it over the Santaren 
channel. 

He added that should his forecnst 
prove true that the storm probably 
would move across the Florida straits 
toward Mexico following a southwest 
direction and threatening Havana. 

Dr. Millas said there was no cer 
tainty in the report upon which he 
was then working but that up to 9 
o'clock his observations pointed to 
further veering of the storm to the 
south. 

Father Gutierrez Lanza, meteorolo- 
gist at Belen Jesuit college, said to 
night that reports from Sagua la 
Grande, Santa Clara province, the 
point in Cuba nearest the storm, were 
that the 40-mile wind from the west

they ought to be removed—knows that 
on September 15 we have not gath- 
ered one-half of the crop in Georgia 
or in any other state in the south- 
east. The effect of the report, there- 
fore, was to give Georgia an indicated 
production of 1,500,000 bales for the 
year. With the production indicated 
everybody who had cotton on hand 
after the market closed Monday want- 
ed to get rid of it before the market 
opened the following day. 

“Every man,” he added, “who had 
cotton on hand was anxious not to 
have the next day’s trading find him 
with that cotton in the face of the 
indicated production. 

Other Mistakes Cited. 

“During the marketing of each crop 
of cotton, such mistakes in the cen- 
sus bureau have occurred. I have not 
engaged in condemnation of any 
service of the government. It has not 
been my practice heretofore. but this 
bureau has given a carry-over which 
no sensible man could find. Subse- 
quently the department of agriculture, 
basing its statement upon the figures 
of the bureau of economics of the de- 
partment, has indicated what the 
price would be to the grievous injury 
of the cotton growers. 

“Now, here in the midst of this 


marketing season, there is made in 
the morning an error of 300,000 bales 
and four hours later it is corrected. 
It cannot be excused upon any possi- 
ble basis or ground. A scape-goat is 
found, just as one is always found by 
the bureau. Semebody has made a 
clerical error: 

“But here is the bureau handling 
cotton statistics. It has been engaged 
for many years in estimating and in 
furnishing the reports and in making 
public the number of bales of cotton 
‘yvinned up to certain dates. That bu- 
reau or the men in it, are supposed 
to know something about the commod- 
ity on which they are reporting. If 
the man who made that report had 
used ordinary diligence he would have 
known that the state could not have 
ginned three-fourths of its possible 
production under boll weevil condi- 
tions up to September 15. Any school 
boy ought to know better. 

“This is not the first mistake that 
has occurred, but it is the first 
grievous clerical error which the bu- 
reau itself has been compelled to ari- 
mit. There should be a prompt dis- 
missal of everyone in the bureau con- 


nected with it.”

Hug Gained Peak 
In Giant Victory 


Veterans of Baseball Recall Hug During Days 
He Was One of Hardest in Game.

The one 
thing the Giants have got to beat, and 
may not realize it, is the law of aver- 
ages.” 

Huggins was a firm believer in 
laws of nature and philosophy. 
For a while he would not explain 
his rather cryptic remark. He was 
saving a full discussion of it for 
his players. 

“You know.” he later elucidated, 
“it is not in the cards for a hitting 
team like the Yanks to be held down 
to a team hatting average of some- 
thing like 171. Under the law of aver- 
ages that is hound to change. Those 
— laws are not mere guess- 
work. 


Psychology. 


“The players have agreed with me, 
and their frame of mind is now a big 
factor. Call it psychology, or what you 
will, but when a team no longer feels 
itself licked in advance it is 50 per 
cent stronger in fact.” 

To make the idea sink in, Hugins 
called a meeting of his players, and 
without any bombast he went into the 
matter carefully, encouraging all of 
them to give their views. 

Before that he had. heard 
Charley O’Leary say the psychol- | 
ogy thing was all bunk so far 
as the club was concerned. 

“They know now that the Giant 
outfit has nothing on them,” 
Charley said. 

“Right then,” Hug told me, “I felt 
we had them licked. I went home 
very happy. After getting expressions 
from Babe Ruth, Sam Jones, Joe 
Bush and others I had a strong idea 
that old psychology was down for the 
count.” 


Hug Checks. 


Then Huggins began figuring re- 
verse psychology. He had carefully 
worked out McGraw’s system, and in 
checking up with the batters he knew 
the Giant pitchers had used virtually 
nothing but curve balls in the two pre- 
vious series, 

“I don’t believe Barnes pitched 
anything but a curve,” Ruth told 
him. “It was curve, curve, curve.” 

“Because it worked McGraw 
drove home the system,” Huggins 
said. “I don’t know of anybody 
who will drive home an attack 
and keep it rolling more steadily 
than McGraw. That’s what makes 
him a great manager. Once he dis- 
covers the weak spot in an oppo- 
nent he never lets up on it.” 
Whereupon Huggins brought his 

knowledge of psychology into play.

Nor does it take into account the acl- 
ditional amount of $640,332 paid for 
political broadcasts during the last 
year. 


The figures from the department of 
commerce @how that there are 1,157 
broadcasting stations throughout the 
world and 630 of these—about 55 pec 
cent—are located in the United States.
